BANDS FLOCK INTO FACTORIES 


FORCING MEN TO GIVE 


UP WORK. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.— The 


employes 
of 
the 
Sangalll Kollnkln 


spinning mills ceased work today ana 
considerable further accessions to the 
ranks of the strikers are expected In 
the course of the day. 


The men already out in pursuance of 


the plan to enforce a general strike 
are parading the street* of the Basil 
Island district, compelling workshops, 
prmting works and small shopkeepers 
to close. 


It is estimated that the bands so 


engaged aggregate five thousand men. 
They have broken into several factor- 
ies and into thp printing- works of the 
Academy of Science, forcing the em- 
ployes to join them. 


The 
management of the printing 


works, which is a government estab- 
lishment, acting on the advice of the 
police, agreed to the men giving up 
work so as to avoid a disturbance. 


PETITION TO EMPEROR. 


ST. PETERSBURG", Jan. 20.— A pe- 


tition to Emperor Nicholas, now circu- 
lating at workmen's meetings for slg- 
ratures, bitterly complains of the des- 
perate condition of the workers 
and 


their "deprivation of human rights." 


The petition expresses devotion to 


the Emperor and concludes: 


"Be merciful to us. Let us live. If 


thou leavest us in this position we pre- 
fer to die." 


As the day progressed the ranks of the 
strikers were rapidly augmented. Dele- 
gations. each 200 strong, visited all the 
factories and printing shops, threatening 
to compel a cessation of work unless the 
employes vohmtailly joined in the strike.

In 1898 his political friends in Provo, most 
of them non-Mormons, asked

"I told them," he said, "that I did not 


care to run for oflice until we could get 
our own country in the right political 
column and that wien that time came I 
should like to go to the Senate. We or- 
ganized and carried Utah for the Repub- 
lican party in 1900. I announced my can- 
didacy for the United States Senate In 
1902. 
Of course 1 knew of the rule which 


required me to ask the Presidency of 
the church if I could run." 


Here Mr. Worthington interrupted and 


asked him to explain this rule. Senator 
Smooth replied that it referred only to 
officials of the church and amounted sim- 
ply to a leave of absence from the church 
duties. He said he went to the First 
Presidency while it was sitting in one at 
its regular meetings and formally made 
application for a leave. He told the First 
Presidency that if elected he would le- 
quire a leave of absence so as not to 
Interfere with his duties as a Senator. 


"That consent was given me some time 


early In May and I announced my can- 
didacy May 19, 1902," continued 
the 


Senator, "and I Immediately began to 
organize my forces for a campaign." 


"Do you mean to organize Republican 


forces or your church forces?" asked Mr. 
Worthlngton. 


"The Republican, most assuredly." was 


the reply. 


MORMON CHURCH.

politics In your candidacy for the Sen- 
ate?" 


"Not in the least. No more than the 


Presbyterian or the Methodist churches.

those reputed to be living In polygamous 
relations he said the government of tho 
United States had accepted the existing 
conditions; that there had been no prose- 
cutions and that the attitude of the peo- 
ple was more of toleration. He declared 
that the people felt that the best, and in 
fact, the only way to settle the conditions 
was to let the polygamists die off. Mr, 
Worthington asked if that sentiment of 
toleration extended to plural marriages 
which have occurred since the manifesto. 


"Oh, not at all," replied the Senator, 


earnestly. "I do not believe there la a 
good citizen of Utah who would condone 
new plural marriages." 


"What action did you take to stop the 


polygamous relations of the other apos- 
tles?" asked Mr. Worthlngton. 


"None at all. I never thought of it any 


more than any other citizen would have 
done." 


Senator Smooth said he attended mobt 


of the meetings of the apostles. In reply 
to Mr. Worthington, he said that the 
meetings were held In a private room In 
the Temple, and Mr. Worthirigton then 
asked: 


"In reference to the charge here that 


apostles here'entered into a conspiracy to 
further polygamy, what can you say?" 


"Such a thing was never referred to at 


any of the meetings." • 


Senator Smooth said the apostles fre- 


quently were called in to advise the 
president of the church, but that lie had 
the power to do as he pleased after tho 
advice was given. He was asked if any- 
thing had ever come up at any of tnese 
meetings that might be regarded as 
furthering polygamy, and he replied more 
emphatically than 
before: 
"Polygamy 


was never mentioned." 


Continuing, he denied that there was a 


particle of foundation for the story of a 
conspiracy. 


Asked again 
concerning""" the~testl- 


mony of President Smith that he had five 
wives and was living with "them in viola- 


tion of the law, Senator Smoot said that 
until that time he had no more knowl- 
edge than any other man. 


Senator Smooth said he was not present 


at the conference In April, 190*, that 
sustained the Piesidency and the apostles 
to the church, but he did attend the semi- 
annual conference in October of last year. 


RIGID INQUIRY. 


The Senator spoke of a meeting of tho 


apostles and the First Presidency before 
the October conference, and said that at 
that meeting he Inquired 
of President 


Smith if Apostles Cowley and Taylor had 
been sustained at the April conference 
In view of the testimony 
before 
the 


Senate Committee that both of these 
apostles had taken plural wives clnce the 
manifesto. The Senator said he objected 
to having the men sustained at the Octo* 
ber conference and was told by President 
Smith that as a member of the chuich 
he ought to know that an official or a 
member of the church,could not be ex- 
communicated or disfellowshipped with- 
out an Investigation and hearing. 


"I realized this," continued the Senator,' 


"but was told that an Investigation would 
be made, and I have no doubt that a 
very rigid inquiry Is now In progress. 
Without this promise I would not have 
voted to sustain them. Up to the time of 
the testimony before this committee I 
had no knowledge that either of the 
apostles had violated the law in that re- 
gard, nor had I heard anything of the 
kind against any other apostle 
except 


from the te.stimony given In this room." 


Concerning a meeting held immediately 


before the October conference,

Smoot said that he had not been informed 
that the name of Charles W\ Penro»e was 
to ue presented by President Smith to 
fill the position of apostle made vacant 
by the death of Abram O. Woodruff.

Mission High School, and from the 
day they hung their charter in the 
principal's office there has been 
trouble. 


The Alpha Mu fraternity, 
com- 


posed of the leading athletes who 
have and are attending the 
Mis- 


sion, scoffed at the idea of another 
fraternity in the school and imme- 
diately took steps to eliminate it. 


The first step was to steal the 


Phi Chi charter and the plan 
worked much to the embarrass- 
ment of the Phi Chis and Principal 
James O'Connor. O'Connor could 
not apprehend the vandal or van- 
dals and the charter has not been 
seen in th€ school since. 


At one of the meetings of the Phi 


Chi boys "" some one climbed in 
through a froSt window while the 
boys were eating in'the rear of the 
house and ' stole the 
fraternity 


books and records. Detectives 
were employed in the case and 
worked diligently for days, but 
their work came to naught. The 
Phi Chi boys are in the dark, in- 
asmuch as they do not know who 
has their books.

SENATE JUNKET STILL IN 


ABEYANCE. 


Final Test to Be Hade When Leave 


is Asked By Committees to 


Go Picnicking.

SACRAMENTO, January 20.—The 


debate on the question sending two 
men from each of the Committees on 
Finance, Public Buildings, Hospitals, 
Prisons and 
Reformatories, Educa- 


tion and Revenue and Reform, was 
enlivened by a bitter attack iiy Senator 
Emmons of 
Bakersfield, 
upon 
the 


stand, as he understood it of Senator 
Eelshaw when, as chairman 
of the 


Finance Committee of 
the 
Senate, 


Belshaw reported that the committee 
had recommended that two men from 
the committees named above take a 
junket trip to all the charitable, re- 
formitory and educational institutions 
of the state. 


Belshaw had really opposed the jun- 


ket In committee, but Ewmons did not 
know that such was the case, and, ac- 
coiSingly paid his respects to Belshaw 
of Contra Costa County as follows: 


"Last Tuesday, the 
Senator 
from 


Contra Costa County led us to believe 
that he was opposed to this junketing 
of Senators throughout the state a»d 
I stood with him. Today, however, he 
shows a change of heart He now says 
it has been decided to send two sena- 
tors roaming through the state What 
has occurred to make the Senator feel 
that a junket Is allowable today when 
it was not to be thought of on Tues- 
day last. 
This 
resolution 
enables 


these men to go all over the state 
from Siskiyou to San Dies", and to go 
as many times as they want. It cer- 
tainly needs some explanation and I 
would like to have Senator Belshaw 
tell us what has changed his mind " 


Belshaw explained to tfte satisfac- 


tion of Emmons and then there was a 
host of amendments, 
which 
meant 


more junketing than was suggested by 
the original measure, until, finally, 
Senator Leavitt's ire was itroused and 
impelled him to burst forth as fol- 
lows: 


"What is the use of carrying on this 


monkey business any longer, fritter- 
ing time away on these amendments 
and substitutes? Let us 
vote them 


down and reach the 
main 
subject. 


That is the report of the Committee 
on Finance, which lecommends the

Elaborate Scheme to Make 


County Wards Pay 


For Relief,

Rev. Dr. J. K McLean of Berkeley is 
vice-president has just been made to 
Governor Pardee 
It is one of the 


most complete publications of the kind 
which has yet appeared. The scope is 
extensive because it covers- all the 
prisons, jails _and charitable institu- 
tions of the State. 


Among the recommendations made in 


it are the following: Increasing the ca- 
pacity of the State prison at Folsorn; 
restricting the use of the strait-jacket 
as a means of punishment; amending 
the law providing for the sale of grain 
bags; providing for the construction of 
.the hospital for criminal insane by con- 
vict labor; providing for the classifica- 
tion of pupils in reform schools; di- 
recting that all commitments to the re- 
form schools shall be for the period 
of maturity; permitting the commit- 
ment of girls to Whittler State School 
until they reach the age of twenty-one 
years; providing for the deportation of 
non-resident and alien insane; direct- 
Ing that Insane patients be taken to 
the State Hospitals by hospital attend- 
ants. 


X 
CELL FOR EACH PRISONER. 
The board takes the stand that more 


prison buildings ihould be erected at 
Folsom and that in them a. separate 
cell should be provided for each pris- 
oner. With increased accommodations 
at Folsom, the older and more hardened 
offenders should be transferred to that 
place from San Quentin. On the basis 
of the present prison population, this 
would leave San Quentin the younger 
and better class of prisoners with am- 
pler accommodations for them. 


The removal of the jut mill from 


San Quentin to Folsom is recommend- 
ed and It is also shown that the old 
'jute mill could then be used as a re- 
formatory for young prisoners. 


CROWDED PRISON. 


The overcrowded condition of San 


Quentin is set forth as follows: 


"Only about one-half the*prisoners 


can be employed in the jute mill and 
the result Is that many of them must 
be allowed to congregate In the yard 
in idleness as Is now done. The only 
alternative Is to keep them locked in 
their cells during the day-time. We do 
not think this should be done particu- 
larly in view of the fact that from two 
to five must be crowded in a cell that 
contains enough cubic air space for 
only one. 


DEEDS OF BLOOD. 


"Persons not conversant -with the sit- 


uation may think it strange," says the 
.report, "that murder can be committed 
in a prison. It is not difficult, how- 
ever, for a prisoner to obtain a knife 
or other sharp Instrument in some'of 
the shops, and such things can, at times 
be secreted despite the utmost vigj- 
lance of the guards. Then a few men 
may congregate in one part of the pris- 
on yard, surround and stat> the victim 
and scatter and the apprehension of 
the murderer 
becomes impossible. 


Where the wa-dens are under the ne- 
cessity of herding men together, this 
sort of thing cannot! be entirely pre- 
vented." 


The board is of the opinion that, as 


^oon as necessary changes are made in 
the prisons, the use of the strait-jacket, 
as a means of punishment In this State, 
should be absolutely and forever abol- 
ished. 
They think further that its 


present use should be limited by law 
and carefully regulated by the Pris- 
on Directors.

35 cts. for a day's woik of eight hours. 
These wotkmen may retire fiom their 
position by giving one days notue. 
If guilty of in subordmction, the men 
may be discharged by the superinten- 
dent, the workmaster or the super- 
visors. If discharged by either of the 
two firsl mentioned, they 
may on 


hearing be reinstated. 


Convicted vagrants may be com- 


pelled by the supervisors to work in 
this way a number of days con espon- 
ding to the sentence imposed on them. 
Such vagrants will be entitled to lodg- 
ing and board and ten cents per day, 
the wages to become payable at the 
close of the sentence. Vagrants who 
refuse to work are to be delivered to 
the sheriff and by him 
incarcerated 


for the number o f days of their sen- 
tence, allowed only one meal a day 
and to be deprived of compensation. 


If any of these employes are in- 


jured while at work and have wj£e or 
children or aged 
mother 
dependent 


upon tlwrn, they are to be paid full 
wages during the time of convales- 
cence.

The Game Monopoly Scheme* 


A number of bills have been introduced in the Legislature all 


having for their object the monopolizing- of the wild game of the State 
by a comparatively few individuals. One of these bills impose a license 
for the privilege of owning a gun. Another prohibits shooting ducks 
from what is called a "sneak box." 
This is intended to keep free 


hunters from shooting in the navigable sloughs which traverse marches 
owned or leased by the sportsmen's clubs. But the most sweeping 
proposition of all is a bill absolutely forbidding the sale of ducks, 
quails, cottontail rabbits or venison. This would prevent a person from 
disposing as he pleased with game killed in season on his own land, 
and deny the great mass of people of all chance of ever getting a bit 
of game. 
Better remove all restrictions on game shooting at once 


than to create a monopoly for the few. The present game laws cer- 
tainly are drastic enough without reviving obsolete European statutes 
so discriminatory in character as to be revolting to every principle of 
fair play. The sportsmen's clubs ought to be satisfied with monopo- 
lizing the game on their o\vn preserves without attempting to make it 
impossible for the average citizen to shoot game or buy it in the open 
market.

Any other 
basis of division is sure to operate to the advantage of some localities 
and to the disadvantage of others—indeed, that seems to be the object 
of the proposed change. The Alameda members of the Legislature 
will not please their constituents by voting for any measure, which di- 
minishes the proportion of money the schools of this county now re- 
ceive from the State.

The San Francisco Normal School. 


There was a. good deal of truth in what Senator Shortridge said 


about the San Francisco Normal School as it is at present, but the lack 
of attendance is largely due to the way the school is maintained. Sena- 
tor Ward was right in saying the school should be properly housed and 
equipped now that it has been once established. On the other harid, 
San Francisco is as justly entitled to a normal school as Northern 
California or Southern California. The precedent having been estab- 
lished of erecting normal schools in different sections of the State, there 
is neither consistency nor justice in denying one to San Francisco. 
Fully one-fourth the inhabitants of California reside in San Francisco. 
There are three normal schools in other parts of the State in addition 
to the department of pedagogy, at the State University, which is by 
far the best training school for teachers in the State. The sound policy 
of having so many normal schools may fairly be doubted, but the wis- 
dom of properly maintaining «them once they are established cannot be 
questioned. It is to be hoped Senator Wolfe's bill appropriating $150,- 
ooo for the San Francisco Normal school will become a law and an end 
be made of the biennial wrangle on the subject. 


It is unfortunate that the Republicans of Missouri have generated 


a scandal and a factional squabble the first time they have had an 
opportunity to elect a Senator in forty years. Thomas K. Niednng- 
haus who secured the caucus nomination, has served several terms in 
Congress, of which body he was a creditable member, but his principal 
backing comes from the great brewing firms of St. Louis from whom 
he secured large campaign contributions to be used in the recent elec- 
tion. It is claimed these contributions were used by the State Chair- 
man to promote the candidacy of Niedringhaus. A sufficient number of 
Republicans have bolted the caucus to create a deadlock, and the elec- 
tion of a compromise candidate seems probable as the supporters of 
Niedringhaus will never consent to the election of Col. R. C. Kerens, 
the veteran Republican leader of Missouri. 


Accident or Attempted Assassination 


It will probably never be satisfactorily ascertained whether the 


discharge of a cannon loaded with missiles during th£ ceremony of 
blessing the waters at St. Petersburg was an accident or an attempt 
to assassinate the Czar—at least, not for years to come. 


The wretched conditions prevailing in Russia are exemplified in 


the readiness to believe that an assassination was attempted. They are 
further exemplified by the universal discredit attached to the official 
report. 
Nobody in Russia places credence in official reports unless 


they are unofficially verified. 
Because of the rigorous press censor- 


ship and the oppressive measures taken to suppress free speech, the op- 
portunities of the, public for getting at the facts are extremely limited. 


At the same time, official tergiversation is hardly worse than the 


mendacity of the agitators who are busy sending out stories to discredit 
the Russian monarchy and the members of the imperial family. The 
truth is not to be ascertained from either the government or its ene- 
mies, and hence the country is a hotbed of scandalous gossip concern- 
ing the Czar and his important functionaries. The efforts to "bridle in- 
telligence and manacle thought have developed numerous illicit bu- 
reaus engaged in disseminating canards regarding the officials and all 
the affiairs of government. 


It is unfortunately too true that the army and navy and even the 


police are honeycombed with disaffection and treason, while venality 
permeates public life to an extent unknown in countries where the 
press and free speech are not muzzled.

SACRAMENTO, January 20.—There 


are rumors afloat here to the 
effect 


that the bill introduced by 
Senator 


Leavitt, which is known as the anti- 
vaccination bill, is to be the cause of 
a bitter fight in the both nouses of 
the Legislature. 


Already, although the measure has 


but just come from the printer, there 
are different persons on the ground 
who are both in favor of and ap- 
posed 
to it. 
Some of those who are 


hostile to the bill say that the idea 
is already dead and that it can not tie 
resurrected. f 


On the other hand, it is contended 


that opposition to vaccination is con- 
stantly 
increasing 
throughout 
the 


state and that this fact will be shown 
by the votes which 
will 
be 
cast 


against the measure. 


Some of the people who are sup- 


oorting the bill say this does not mean 
•'hat they are hostile to vaccination. It 
simply denotes that th»y do not want 
vaccination to be a condition pre- 


cedent to the 'admission of any person 
to any of the public educational in- 
stitutions of the state. 


Both camps of these opposing forces 


are represented every morning in the 
mail of Senator Leavitt. In the Sen- 
ator's correspondence, today 'was a 
letter, among others, from the Ala- 
meda County Medical Society, .with 
headquarters in Oakland, in which a 
request was made of the Senator to 
appose the passage of the bill which 
would 
dispense 
with 
vaccination 


prior to admission to public schools. 
The letter set forth 
how 
generally 


vaccination was accepted by tiie med- 
ical profession and the injury which 
would result if it should be set aside.

surgery ag-ainst his will. 


"I introduced the bill prohibiting: 


compulsory vaccination 
and

pass it If I can.

nurses, I am rather inclined to favor

Three years ago Need- 
ham Bros., in a series of advertisements 
in the Berkeley Gazette designated the 
society as "a-combination of a few pro- 
fessors to enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of the student body. The claimed 
that the society was detrimental to che 
best Interests of the business men of 
Berkeley, as well as to the student body. 
However, at that time no definite action 
was taken, on the matter. 
Manager Djivis learned of this recent 
move but a few days ago, strict secrecy 
having been maintained by the promoters 
of the movement. He Immediately wrote 
to "William H. "Waste, the local assembly- 
man in the legislature, asking for infor- 
mation regarding what had already been 
done towards introducing a bill prohibit- 
ing the carrying on of business on the 
campus.
